COUNTRY NEWSPAPERS. 

Wasurnoetron, D. C., June 16.—Another at- 
tempt to get even with the newspapers, for their 


denunciation of the franking privilege and 


other Congressional perquisites, was made in the 
Senate to-day. Senator Sherman this time leads 
in the dance. Taking advantage of the consid- 
eration of thé Post-Office Appropriation bill, 
Mr. Sherman offered an ammendment to the 
section providing for the prepayment of post- 


r Under the bill, as reported 


the Seuste, d was..provided that 
prepayment should be made at the 
rate of acent and a half per pound, the ar- 
rangement to take effect Jan. I next. In mak- 
ing this recommendation to the Committee, the 
Postmaster-General said he had no doubt the 
rate could be reduced to 1 cent a pound at the 
end of the first year of the operation of the 
law. The reason given for fixing the time for 
the law to go into effect at Jan. 1. was becaase 
at that date nearly all subscriptions to 
weekly newspapers are renewed, and it 
would thus enable the publishers and 
the subscribers to equitably apportion 
the expense of transmission for the time of the 
new subscription. In the face of this just ar- 
rangement, Mr. Sherman trotted out his amend. 
ment raising the rate to 4 cents a pound, and 
fixing the time for the law to take effect on the 
13th inst., thereby throwing the whole burden 
upon the publishers. The amendment was 
* and will be incorporated in the per- 
fected bili to-morrow, unless some new light is 
brought to bear upon the subject in time to de- 
fend it.

CARPENTER’S BILL TO SILENCE NEWS- 
PAPERS. 

The Senate of the United States have at last 
completed the record of their contempt for pub- 
lic opinion, and of their own inordinate arro- 
gance. They have passed a bill by which any 
newspaper, having an authorized correspondent 
or agent in any State or Territory, or the District 
of Columbia, may be sued in any Federal Court 
having jurisdiction over the territory where that 
correspondent lives, and be summoned by ser- 
vice of process upon this correspondent, agent, 
or other person having busines’ relations witn 
the newspaper. Two years ago, the corrupt Ring 
in the District of Columbia sought to suppress 
newspaper criticism by having criminal process 
issued from a petty court in Washington City, 
and, under that process, to arrest proprietors of 
newspapers in any part of the United: States, 
take them to Washington, and, by summary pro- 
ceeding, convict and imprison them. This 
scheme failed, however, the Federal Court of 
New York declaring that the process of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia did not extend to New York. 

Senator Carpenter and Senator Conkling have, 
with the aid of thirty-one other Republican Sen- 
ators, provided a measure even more infamous 
than that proposed by the Ring at Waehington 
City. They have passed a bill which will author- 
ize any Senator, Representative, Clerk, or other 
official at Washington, who may be charged with 
official crime or turpitude, or whose conduct 
may be criticised by any newspaper in the coun- 
try, to institute suit for libel against the pro- 


— — 


reports of these trials are still extant, and are 
strong witnesses of the despotic character of the 
legislation. Each person convicted became « 
popular hero, and the overthrow of the Adams 
Administration, which soon after occurred, was 
followed by the prompt repeal of the odious and 
infamous laws. 

Now, seventy and more years since that law 
was repealed, comes Senator Carpenter and Sen- 
ator Conkling and thirty-one other Republican 
Senators, who pass a bill which is even more in- 
tamous, and is by far more dangerous to public 
liberty. It is a law for the protection of scoun- 
drels in office. It is a bill to protect the public 
thieves, the corruptionists, the hirelings of 
monopolists, and jobbers in public property; the 
plunderers of the Treasury and their associates 
in and out of Congress, from any publicity of 
their crimes. It isa threat to the whole press 
of the country that if they in any way expose or 
denounce any person in office, especially in Con- 
gress, for any crime, they shall be dragged from 
their homes to be tried by a dependent 
court and jury, and be fined and imprisoned, in 
such sum and for such time, as Senator Carpen- 
ter and Senator Conkling and their associates 
may determine. 

Congress has just vindicated the value] of the 
newspaper press by forcing a Secretary, and As- 
sistant-Secretary, and Solicitor of the Treasury 
to resign, and by the unanimous report of a bill 
to abolish the Government of the District of 
Columbia. The almost unanimous repeal of the 
Moiety law was the result of the exposure by the 
press of the rascalities and robberies of Jayne and 
Sanborn. Had this Carpenter-Conkling law been 
in force at that time, Jayne and Sanborn could 

have prevented the publication of a single word 
respecting their operations, except by the more 
courageous and wealthy newspapers, which 
might be disposed to take the chances of free 
speech by forcing the proprietors to come to 
Washington to be tried for libel before a. court 
which holds its existence at the pleasure of a 
majority in Congress. Congress has never 
yet. investigated an official crime’ until 
it was driven to do so by the press. 
Congress has been compelled to repeal 
the back-pay grab because of the persistent de- 
mands of press. The press represents pub- 
lic opinion ; and no man in Congress, who is not 
vulnerable in person or through his associates, 
dreada the fearless expression of public opinion, 
or seeks to suppress it by such an infamous 
enactment as this Carpenter-Coukling law for 
the punishment of criticism upon the public 
conduct of men holding office. We doubt not 
that the people of Wisconsin andthe press of 
that State will indignantly repudiate and de- 
nounce this measure, of which a Wisconsin Sen- 
ator is the author, and through whose efforts it 
has passed one branch of Congress. That it 
will not pass the other branch ie pretty evident, 
from the fact that the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee yesterday laid the bill on the table. 


SENATOR LOGAN’S RETURN. 
Senator Logan, who has supposed he was rep- 


resenting his constituents in Washington, has | 


come home to find out whether his constituents 
represent him, and, if they do not, to fix things 
so that they will. The meeting of the Republi- 
can Convention is paramount in importance to 
any duties the people expect him to per- 
form, and, rather than have the Republican 
Convention go wrong on the inflation 
business, he has dropped all duties, left 
bills and reports to take care of them- 
selves, and hurried to Illinois as fast as steam 
can bring him, to see to it that the hobby he has 
been riding all the session is not demolished in 
the house of his friends.

The City Treasurer doubtless will 
be instructed to honor the drafts of all mem- 
bers of the International. A universal decree of 
divorce, accompanied by a proclamation that 
marriage is an obsolete and barbarous institu- 
tion, would follow, and be another step towards 
reorganizing social life ona truly democratic 
basis, making of it “ an epitome of Christianity.” 

We do not wonder that some people take to the 
International as the easiest and shortest way to 
wealth. Capital and capitalists they cannot en- 
dure, so long as they are not capitalists them- 
selves. But Americans will not take to it. The 
world is broad; and labor does not go without 
its reward in this country. There is hardly a 
man in the United States who might not 
be a capitalist if he would. All that 
is needed to make a capitalist of 
any American mechanic or laborer is 
that he should possess a little self-denial. If the 
amount of capital spent by the laborers and me- 
chanics of this country yearly in the disastrous 
luxury of intoxicating beverages were saved “by 
them, they would be doing a great deal to ele- 
vate their position—which it is possible to de 
without pulling others down from theirs, er an- 
nibilating society. 

THE CONGRESSIONAL TERM. 

We respectfully submit to State and Congres- 
sional Nominating Conventions, this year, by 
whatever name they may be called, the follow- 
ing: 

Resolved, That Congressional periods should begin 
and end with Congressional elections. And whereas it 
is now provided by law that in 1876, and every second 
year thereafter, the elections of Representatives in 
Congress shall occur, in all the States, on the Tuesday 
after the first Monday in November; now, therefore, 
the Forty-third Congress is requested, and the Forty- 
fourth Congress is expected, te prepare the way for the 


assembling of the Forty-fifth (or First Reformed) Con- 
gress on the first Monday in December, 1876. 


To ‘‘prepare the way” it will be necessary to 
amend the Constitution; and since, to begin 
with, somebody’s Congressional term has to be 
elipped, a Congress must be elected, now or 
hereafter, with that understanding. The propo- 
sition is, simply, that a Congressional election 
canvass, uniform over all the country, shall be 
made upon a Congressional record fully com- 
pleted, and when the people have elected a new 
Congress they shall have it. No more ‘short 
sessions of an old Congress after the people 
have elected a new one. The point of departure 
would seem to be furnished by the November 
election of 1876, when, for the first time in our 
history, Congressmen are to be elected in all the 
States on one day. So much is provided by law, 
and is all the law can provide. Having, then, 
elected an entire new Congress, in November, 
1876, shall the people bave that Congress or wait 
thirteen months for it ? 

We anticipate an objection raised in the name 
of the Fourth of March, and would answer : Let 
the President’s term and the term of Senators 
begin and end as now, or, if any change is de- 
sired therein, let it be a separate proposition. 
The Senate traditionally considers itself a con- 
tinuous body—let it so continue. After the first 
jog in the succession of Houses in 1876, all 
would be smooth work again. And further- 
more: The country has every reason to hope 
that Butlerism” in chief will not survive the 
elections of 1874, and that Butleriam in de- 
tail will be wiped out by the elections of 1876. 
We are at the end of a succession of ignople 
Congresses, such as have been enumerated and 
only too patiently endured since the Thirty- 


ninth. It is getting tedious to count them. 


Therefore, as we enter upon a new centennial 
petiod, with restored statesmanship in the pres- 
ent place of professional craft and low cunning, 
it will, perhaps, be worth our while to begin the 
enumeration anew, calling that Congress which 
shall be elected in 1876 The First Reformed Con- 
gress.

If anybody in the remote, unfriended State of 
Oregon had predicted that Mr. George A. La- 
Dow would be elected to Congress, every other 
man, no matter what his politics, would have 
said La Dow was more likely to be struck by 
lightning.

THE RAILWAY QUESTION IN ENGLAND. 

James Henry Mangles, in a recently published 
paper on the question of interference or non- 
interference with railway companies, asks 
whether the railway companies in England may 
not be graduaily treated more and more as or- 
dinary branches of trade. It thus appears that 
the railway problem is on the carpet in Englinu 
as well as in this country. Indeed, the 
question of the day wherever a railway tem 
has been developed; and we shail have occasion 
in the future to call attention to its progress in 
Germany. ' 

It has been generally admitted in England 
that, although State interference in commercial 
matters generally is not to be encouraged, 
it may rightly come in to regulate the operations 
of railways. Accordingly there has been a poli- 
cy of interference with railways in England. It 
is not a little strange that precisely at a time 
when we, in this country, are discussing the pro- 
priety of initiating such a policy, there should 
arise an advocate in England of non-interference, 
arguing that the course hitherto pursued by 
England has been a failure. Yet in England, as 
in this country, the popular voice is in favor of 
State regulation. This, Mr. Mangles himself 
concedes ; and concede it he must in view of the 
regulations discussed in the report of the Joint 
Committee of both Houses on railway affairs, 
which are : 

1. Equal mileage rates.

He was troubled peri- 
odically with hay-fever. He began by examin- 
ing the nasal secretions by means of the power- 
ful immersion lens of a Hartnack microscope. In 
the spring, when suffering from the fever, he 
uniformly discovered the presence of ah or- 
ganism or animalcule in the secretions which 
were absent at all other times. He could ob- 
serve the little parasites in motion from one side 
to the other, and notice even that they increased in

The quinine acted asa poison on 
the infusoria, the irritation disappeared, and in 
the subsequent secretions there were no or- 
ganisms to be found.

RARELY IF EVER BEAD AND APPROVED. 

As an ilinstration of the manner in which this business 
was transacted notice is made of the testimony of 
Charles S. Johnson, Assistant Secretary. The Treasurer 
of the Board was made the sole custodian of the 
moneys and securities issued, and sole discharging 
officer of the same, without any check on him what- 
ever. He could draw checks upoa the public moneys 
in favor of whoever, and for what amount, he 
chose, and on any account he t 
think proper, without any member of 
the Board or officer thereof having any knowledge of 
it whatever. He has kept no cash account, and the 
checks he has issued do not correspond with the sev- 
eral amounts reported by him to have been paid; so 
that there is, as be himself concedes, no means of as- 
certaining whether his accounts are correct, other than 
by examining the books and papers in detail, which 
would have required more time than the Committee 
could devote to it, besides requiring the services of a 
skillful accountant. From the organization of this 
Board, in June, 1871, to this time, the Board has not ex- 
amined these accounts, The mode of doing business in 
this office was as follows: Upon presentation to the 
Auditor of an account or estimate purporting to be 
approved by the Board of Public Works, the Auditor 
issued certificates of indebtedness, and filed an ap-

ing in the way of verifying the accounts of these two 
others. This is a negligence not to be excused in 
those in whom such important trusts were confided. 
Whether moneys have been paid out on false accounts 
or diverted to improper purposes can only be deter- 
mined from a careful scrutiny of accounts in detail.

Failure ef an Oid Banking-House— 
Counterfeit Bonds Afloat—Exciting 
Day in the Stock Exchange. 

_ Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

New Yoru, June 16.— Wall street has been ex- 
tremely dull for several weeks, and it was be- 
lieved that it had settled down for its summer 
siesta, but to-day there were a series of sensa- 
tions. Soon after the opening of the Stock 

Exchange, Turner Bros., of Nassau street, an 

old and conservative banking-firm, sent in no- 

tice that they were compelled to announce their 

suspension, but hoped to be able to resume in a 

short time. Members of the firm say their fail- 

ure was due to the large advances which 
they have made in aid of railroads. 

It generally understood that the 

specific cause is ir large advancement 

on, and endorsement of, the paper of the In- 
dianapolis, Bloomington & Western Railroad. 

The firm furnished money to help on the road's 

construction, until, it is supposed, they had ad- 

vanced nearly $1,500,000, The road could not 
respond, and hence the failure. The history of 
the firm is good: Several brothers began busi- 


ness in 1844, trading cautiously in foreign prints 
and liquors. They prospered, and at length 
there were eight brothers in the firm, which 


was then merged into the banking business. 
They dealt largely with railroads, and invaribly 
with success until this last unfortunate venture. 
A counterfeit of series G of the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company's bonds was presented 
at the office on Nassau street to-day. Fisk & 
Hatch, fiscal agents of the road, were informed, 
and they sent notice so the Stock Exehange, re- 
lating the affair, and suggesting that holders of 
bonds of series G present them for ins 
tion at the Company's office. Only a few of the 
counterfeits have been discovered, but it is be- 
lieved there are more in existence. The forgeries 
are supposed to have come from Germany. 
These occurrences intense excitement 
on the Stock Exchange, which, combined with 
the attack of the bears, sent prices down from 1 
to 4 per cent. Wabash fell from 33} to 293¢ ;

But, humanly speaking, it was the 
only way to keep the truth or faith alive on this 
earth. The Episcopal Church wae truly Pro- 
testant, and truly Catholic; that was her glory 
and ber strength. Protestant and Catholic,—the 
two counterbalancing systems whose combinva- 
tion produced the trgth ; both true, but neither 
the truth. Such a Church could hardly expect to 
know little of what was called peace. She 
must ever be tossed on the waves of controversy, 
and, having taken the position ef her choice, she 
must keep it.

twenty-seven, or about one-half, of whom were 
enrobed.

Hahn, Miller, Schloetzer, and Messrs. Moore 
and McDermott.

ENFORCING THE RULES. 

When the Board was called to order, it was 
noticed that Mr. McDermott was engaged in the 
reprehensible act of smoking a very fragrant 
Flor de Fumar. The Chairman moved that Mr. 
McDermott, in accordance with the rule adopted 
at the last meeting, do remove the cigar which 
he was smoking, and drop it into the Sanitary 
Superintendent's spittoon. , 

j A seconder being found to the motion, it was 
carried, and the Board member reluctantly did 
with his cigar as ordered by the Board. 

Sanitary Superintendent. Miller then entered 
the room tasking a Henry Clay of unquestion- 
able flavor. 

The Chairman moved that he be directed to 
throw the same out of the skylight. | 

Sanitary Superintendent Muller offered to 
wager the cigars that there was norule to pro- 
hibit smoking while the Board wasin session. 


Besides, he had been sitting up all night with a 


small-pox patient, and be fumigated the room 
out of regard to the health of the Board. 
Mr. Russell, on being referred to, decided that 
Dr. Miller had lost the bet. 
The Board sacrificed its health to its rules, and 
the Sanitary Superintendent's cigar was jerked 
out of the skylight. 
As soon as the smoke cleared from the room, 
the minutes of the last meeting were read and 
adopted, 
On motion, the report of a committee in favor 
of the Marquis slop-washer—a tin box so framed 
that it contains garbage of ail kinds without al- 
lowing it to emit odor—was received and placed 
on file, 

WEEKLY MORTALITY. 
The Sanitary Superintendent read his weekly 
report, which presented the following facts: 
The past week presented the lowest death-rate 
since the great flre-of 1871. As compared with 
the week before, the decrease was twelve. The 
decrease was marked in those diseases incident 
to childhood. The decrease in smali-pox was 
Satur- 
day, when two infected points were reported, 
leaving a decrease of twelve infected points dur- 
ing the week. The total number of deaths was 
97. The disease accredited with the greatest 
number were consumption, 15; convulsions, 8; 
tabes mesenterica, 6. There were 3 cases of 
accidental drowning; 1 person was thrown from a 
horse; 1 run over by wagon; 2 died by scald- 
ing, and 1 suicide by phosphorus ; 3 premature 
births and 10 still-born. Compared with the 
corresponding week's mortality last year, the 
decrease was 51. The numberof niales who 
died was 55; of females, 42; of married, 29; of 
single, 68. The classification accordiag to ages 
showed 34 under 1 year; 10 from 1 to 2 years ; 
1 from 2 years to 20; 41 from 20 to 50; 15 of 50 
years and over. The rativities of the deceased 
were: Native, Chicago, 16: foreign, Chicago, 
29 ; other points in the United States, 21; Ger- 
many, 14; Ireland, 8; England, 5; Belgium, 
Bohemia, Norway, Sweden. leach. The classi- 
cationac cording to wards showed no great devia- 
tion from the usual proportion. 

THE HEALTH OFFICER. 

The Secretary read the reports of the Sanitary 
Inspectors aud of the Health Officer, who re- 
ported the serving of 548 nuisance notices, and 
the abatement of 526 nuisances; the serving of 
540 notices to connect premises with street sew- 
ere, and the making of 148 sewer connections 
and the condemnation of 6 quarters of beef, 3 
carcases of mutton, 2 calves, 15 hams, 60 chick- 
ens, and 11 boxes of peas. He also reported 
that during the past week he had discovered a 
milkman on West Indiana street selling milk to 
retail dealers at the insignificant price of two 
quarts for 8 cents. which the retailer sold at 
2 cents a quart. The low price at once arrested 
his attention, and his suspicion bei g aroused 
he secured a quart of it, Which he had submitted 
to an anlytical chemist, Dr. Binnie. That gen- 
tleman stated to the Board the result of the 
analysis, which was not complete, as the speci- 
men analyzed was sour, but which showed that 
the milk was as good as the inary run, and 
superior in the respect of its not containing so 
large a proportion of water. On motion, the re- 
ports were received, and placed ou file, and the 
Health Officer was directed to secure a fresh 
quart of the 2-cent milk, and have a report pre- 
pared of its analyzed component parts. 

PUBLIC BATHS. 

The Special Committee who had been appoint- 
ed to arrange with the Relief and Aid Society 
for the erection by that body of a public bath in 
Lincoln Park reported tbe preparation of a plan 
by Mr. Baumann, architect, which they submit- 
ted and recommended for adoption by the Board. 

In connection with their report was the follow- 


tive of 
THE PLAN 
presented bv him for their approval : 

Relative to the matter of the proposed construction 
of a bathing-house in Lincoln Park, I beg leave to 
submit the subjoining preliminary plan, with report 
ns follows: The first idea was to construct a swim- 
ming-bath with octagon basin 100x100 feet, and the 
necessary Office and dressing-rooms. This, however, 
is impracticable on account of the immense quantity 
of fresh water required for renewal. Either separate 
pumping tanks should be erected for this purpose, or 
else enormous drafts made on the public Water @ Works, 
for even if 100,000 gallons were supplied per hour, the 
water in the basin, when occupied, would still be com- 
paratively unclean and unpleasant. An artesian well 
might be bored to yield the needed supply, but one of 
the requisite size would be very costly and too uncer- 
a inasmuch as there may soon be an abatement in 


yield. 

Recourse, therefore, must be had to ashower-bath in 
order to combine economy of construction, cleanliness, 
and useful ess. 

‘Lhe proposed plan of building is an octagon 70 foet 

diameter, with alternate projecting side increasing 
the diameter through the projections.

CHAINED IN A CELLAR. : - 


How a Kansas Woman Was Geaten 
by Hier Husband. 
From the Atchison (Kan.) Champion, June 9. 

Yesterday afternoon one of the most diabolical 
and tiendish cases of crue! maltreatment that it 
has ever been our duty to record, was discovered 
in Northwest Atchison, near the corner of 
Independence avenue and Division street. 
About ove year ago, as the neighbors say, a man 
by the name of A. W. Fullie, moved into the 
house, a ftame cottage one anda half stories 
high, brought with him some very good furni- 


ture, and proceeded to establish himself to all 


appearanceß permanently. The man was 
described ap being about 40 or 45 vears of age, of 
rather small stature, and to all appearance quiet 
and unassuming. The women in the neighbor- 
hood evinded a friendly feeling toward the 
family, and went over to call on his daughter, a 
young — tn fe 20 years ofage. They were 
met in the most polite manner, and told that he 
was living there witb one daughter, whose mind 


was not very strong, and who was subject to 


epileptic fits whenever a stranger came into the 
house, and he knew it would be unpleasant for 
them to her. Of course this satisfled the 
desire of the ladies who came to call, but it did 
not in the least allay their curiosity. 

Afterward a woman in the neighborhood went 
to the house when the man was away and con- 
versed with the young woman. She seemed reti- 
cent. but showed no signs of epileptic fits, as 
her father had represented. 

This was parly in January, and it proved not 
only the first visitor who got inside the house, 
but it was undoubtedly the last. All winter long 
the man appeared to haye nothing to do, and 
was continually seen around his boase. All 
this was regarded very suspiciously, and as occa- 
sionally, at night, a sort of frightful cry was 
beard from the house, it becamé a sort of chron- 
ic rumor thal he was in the habit of abusing his 
daughter, apd that it was this cause alone that 
led her into this mental condition, So strong 
had the rumors become that Marshal Crall was 
informed of them, and for several days had the 
house shadowed,” or closely watched. until 
yesterday afternoon, when the man not being 
seen around all day, it was determined to at 
least see the cause, and, accompanied by an 
officer, he entered the house. 

The girl stated that ber father had gone to 
Kansas City for work, and would not return for 
a number pf days. After looking about the 
house for a time the officer proceeded to ex- 
plore a cellar into which the girl forbade him 


Lightings lamp the officers proceeded to the 

cellar, and there saw one of the saddest and 
most sickening sights that could be imagined. 
In one corudr, upon a dirty, filthy pallet, lay a 
half naked woman, chained with an iron band 
around ber ankle toa staple in the wall. The 
first questidn showed the half-crazed mental 
condition in which the poor woman was, and the 
cause which had produced her horrible con- 
finement in this miserable hole. But one little 
aperture permitted ventilation, and the hole had 
a sickeniug, deathly smell, that was caused by 
non-ventilation aud the dirty, filthy surround- 
ings. Ona box, in a ditty old yellow dish, was 
some filthy-fooking meat and bread. The chain 
was taken off her leg by the use of a small iron 
bar and a file, and the poor woman stood on her 
feet. | : 
For one year she had thus been confined, and 
never once daw the light. The girl said the 
woman was her stepm« ther, and was crazy; but 
the quiet mannerin which the woman acted 
would tend to dissipate the story. or, if it was so, 
the aberration of the niind must have been very 
slight. The poor woman, nearly dead from the 
excitement, was taken ny the neighbors, kinaly 
washed, dressed, and cared for, and by the 
change woull hardly be known. She is a toler- 
ably fair looking woman, and doesn’t bear the 
appearance of harming an infant, Her husband 
has disappeared along with the daughter, and an 
attempt will be made to arrest the parties.

Letter from Gov. Carpenter. 
DesMornss, Ia., June 4, 1874, 
The Hon. C. F. Clarkson, Elaora, la, : 

Drag Sm I have your letter of the 29th of 
May, in wnicnp you inclose, by request of the 
Secretary of Melrose Grange, the resolutions of 
the Grange urging the strict enforcement of the 
Railroad law, and proposing to stand by the Ex- 
ecutive authority of the State to aid in the per- 
formance of this duty. I thank you, and 
through you the Grange in whose bebalf you 
write, for the assurances of these resolutions, 
and will say in reply, that it is to be hoped the 
railroad companies of iowa will consult their 
own interests and the interests of the peo- 
ple by voluntarily conforming to the laws 
passed by tbe last Legislature. I have 
the more hope that the railroad companies 
will accept the situation, and trust the honest 
purposes and sense of justice of the people to 
do amend the law. as to eliminate anything iu 
it which experience may prove crude or ill- 
digested, because of the fact that several gen- 
tlemep connected with railway management have 
informed me that this was the purpose of the 
companies they represented. owever; shouid 
this prove fallacious, and the companies resist 
and disregard the law, or should they attempt 
to overthrow it by appealing to the ¢ourts, I 
shall not hesitate, in the duty which will theu 
de upon me, to see to it that all the authority 
possessed by the Executive is invoked to secure 
its enforcement. In the performance of this 
duty the law associates with me the other mem- 
bers of the Executive Council, each one of whom 
is entirely in sympathy with me in respect to the 
line of our duty in case of resistance by the rail- 
road companies. 

Your resoiptions suggest the propriety of em- 
ploying counsel of equal ability with those em- 
ployed by the railroad companies, to write 
opinions in support of the power of legislative 
control over railways, for the purpose of giving 
direction to public opinion. There is no mone 
at the disposal of the Executive Council whic 
could. be applied to this purpose, as the law only 
provides a fund to be used under certain re- 
strictions in pmploying counsel to aid the Dis- 
trict Attorneys in the prosecution of cases al- 
ready begun, And indeed it seems to me this 
will hardly be necessary, as I cannot conceive 
that the written opinions of the paid attorneys of 
railroads will have the effect to lead astray 
either the pepp*e or the courts upon the question 
of the right and power of the Legislatuse to re- 
tain control over corporations of the public 
character of railway companies. This opinion is 
strengthened with me in view of the fact that 
our entire 1 re in Congress have given 
this subject of legislative control special atten- 
tion, and have delivered their opinions and votes, 
under their oaths as public officers, which opin- 
ions have hone “published and distributed 
throughout the State by the newspapers and in 
pamphiet form.
